Seniors want 
center to stay 
where it is 


Frustration that plans 
hinge on youth center 


By Ben Heliman 

The seniors want to stay put. 
That was the overwhelming reac- 
tion from more than 50 senior res- 
idents at a oo hearing on Tues- 
day regarding the future location 
of the Andover Senior Center. 

The public meeting was held 
to gauge community reaction to 
plans to renovate and expand the 
current senior center, or build a 
new center in west Andover on 
the same plot where the West Fire 
Station stands and where the 
future youth center will be built 

Architects Mike Pagano and 
Eric Moore from Lamoureux 
Pagano Associates went over pros 
and cons of the existing site and 
the west Andover site 
good location, 
good public access and a “vocal 
preference” among the senior 
community regarding staying put. 

Moore said that one drawback 
to the current location is that even 
if the entire building were available 
there might not be enough space to 
house a proposed hall with a ste ige. 
School administration and town 
human resources are currently 
located on the second and third 
floors of the building. 

The Sc 
unanimously to allow the archi- 
tects to study the top floors for 
possible construction, but no 
member has brought up the possi- 
bility of moving from the build- 
ing. 

The pros to a new center would 
be a new building designed 
specifically with the seniors’ 
needs in mind. 

But Moore admitted that the 
west Andover plot was “a fairly 
crowded site” with the youth center 
imprint and existing fire station. 

Some seniors expressed frus- 
tration that the current location’s 
expansion seemed dependent on 
the town’s youth. There was 
applause for Vicki Coderre when 
she said, “I think it’s our turn 
now.” Coderre identified herself as 
an Andover taxpayer of 40 years 
and said she had supported the 
youth of the town 

Robert Cratty was one of two 
seniors who preferred a new a 
new center in west Andover. 
“Have you ever tried to fix up an 
old place? It’s lousy,” he said. 

Cratty also expressed concern 
for children’s safety because an 
expended center could bring a 
higher volume of traffic through 
the school zone 

The architects will make 
another presentation to the town 
in early December with an opin- 
ion on the current location’s feasi- 
bility. Selectmen will make a 
decision in early January and the 
designs will be voted on at Town 
Meeting in March next year.

The tax factor is the 
by which the town calculates the 
residential and commercial tax 
rates. Since 2000, selectmen 
have kept a tax factor of 1.26 

The higher the tax factor, the 
lower the tax burden on home 
owners, and the higher the bur- 
den on commercial- and indus 
trial-property owners 

This year the town reassessed 
all properties for the first time 
since 1999. It found that the 
average residential property

No changes 
until 2007? 


Andover is no closer to 
the top of the list to get 
promised state mone)

Despite plans that call for a 
$3.1-million improvement to 
Main Street next spring, resi- 
dents might not see changes 
until 2007. 

The state won’t hand over the 
$2.5 million it promised until 
those plans are 100-percent 
complete, says Darren Johnson, 
a spokesman for the state high- 
way department. 

And even then, state budget 
woes are holding up the line of 
projects throughout the Com- 
monwealth that are still waiting 
for their share of promised fund- 
ing —- which means Andover 
hasn't gotten any closer to the 
top of the list. 

“The other (projects) are still 
ahead of us in the queue,” 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezyn- 
ski. 

Members of the Main Street 
Committee have been working 
since 2001 to develop plans that 
are intended to improve the traf- 
fic, safety and aesthetics of 
downtown Andover. The com- 
mittee has secured a total of 
$573,500 from Town Meeting to 
supplement the state’s $2.5-mil- 
lion gift. Committee members 
had hoped to begin construction 
in the spring.

“This is a project we got 
passed back in 1997,” says state 
Rep. Barry Finegold. “It's 2002 
and it’s still not done.” 

Part of that problem is due to 
a state money shortage, says 
Steve Colyer, chairman of the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission (MVPC). 
[his year, the state allotted 
only $3.8 million for road pro- 
jects. The number is even lower 
for next year — «only 3.7 million. 
That money has to be shared 
between several projects to 
which the state has promised 
money 

“It sometimes turns into a tug 
of war,” says Colyer 

The MVPC is in charge of 
putting projects on the Trans- 
portation Improvement Plan, or 
TIP, which is submitted to the 


state. The state prioritizes the 
projects as it sees fit. 

Finegold wonders whether 
Andover would be higher up in 
the TIP if it had moved more 
speedily through its planning 
process. But he acknowledges 
that the community is taking 
pains to make sure the project 1s 
well publicized and thought 
through. 

“It’s a tradeoff,” he says 

But Andover isn’t necessarily 
stuck in the 2007 slot, says 
Colyer. If other communities 
aren't prepared, those commun! 
ties can lose their slot — and 
Andover could move up 

“If you’re not ready, you re 
going to get bounced,” says 
Colyer. 

Andover will press on to fin- 
ish its plans, which it has sub- 
mitted to the state for the 75- 
percent review stage, says Gian- 
grande. It will push to prepare 


for spring just in case the money 
becomes available. 

“If another project (falls out), 
we can move ahead of them,” 
says Stapezynski. 

“We will have the state sign 
off on the plans,” says Cliff 
Markell, chairman of the Main 
Street Committee. “If there is 
someone one the list ahead of us 
that doesn’t have their ducks ina 
row, we'll bump up.” 

The other possible problem is 
that the longer Andover has to 
wait for the money, the more 
outdated the design and the cost 
estimate for the project will 
become. But Markell insists — as 
the Committee promised Town 
Meeting in April — that he 
won't return to ask for more 
money if that happens. 

“If we find that prices have 
changed over the years, then the 
project will get that much small- 
er,” he Says

The Great American Smokeout will 
celebrate its 26th year today, Thursday. 
lhe event, inspired by a Randolph man 
who encouraged people to stop smok- 
ing for a day, has become a nationwide

ICK STAMAS PITCHED a six-yard TD 

pass to Brent Hyde late in the fourth 

quarter, capping an impressive win 
ning drive that lifted the much-improved 
Andover High varsity football team to a 
come-from-behind 19-14 Merrimack Val 
ley Conference win over Billerica under the 
lights at Lovely Field. 

After struggling for the first six weeks of 
the season, the Golden Warriors have now 
won three of their last four to improve to 3- 
7 overall and 2-5 in the MVC. 

Billerica’s autumn has gone exactly 
opposite, the Indians starting off 4-1 before 
losing four of their last five to fall to 5-5 
overall and 3-4 in the conference 

The by-now-familiar formula for success 
revolved around senior quarterback Stamas, 
who completed 12-of-20 passes for 194 
yards and two touchdowns. 

In six games, the converted wide receiv- 
er has now completed 73-of-154 passes for 
951 yards and 11 TDs. 

This time he had some help from former 
quarterback Hyde, who not only caught the 
winning pass but also hooked up with fresh- 
man receiver Buddy Farnham on a spectac- 
ular 80 yard pass-and-run TD play early in 
the second quarter. 

The dangerous Farnham, getting better 
each week, also combined with Stamas on 
an 85 yard pass play late in the first half to 
pull the Golden Warriors within a point at 
the intermission.

Think trees 


The National Christmas Tree 
Association (NCTA) found in a 
recent survey that 69 percent of 
consumers recycled their real 
Christmas tree in a community 
specific program last holiday 
season. With more communities 
turning to recycling programs 
every year, that number is slow- 
ly on the rise. The uses for a 
recycled real Christmas trees 
vary greatly — from chipping for 
mulch on hiking trails to pre- 
venting beachfront erosion, — 
the uses are too numerous to list 
them all. 

“The common misconcep- 
tion of the real Christmas tree is 
that forests are destroyed by har- 
vesting real Christmas trees,” 
says Peter Mahoney, of 
Mahoney’s Garden Center in 
Winchester, “In actuality, trees 
are cut from tree, farms that plant 
millions of trees each year just 
for this purpose. These are trees 
that would not be planted other- 
wise. Every year there are 
approximately 30 million real 
Christmas trees sold in North 
America. 

Here are some tips for select- 
ing and maintaining a real 
Christmas tree from Mahoney’s 
Garden Center; 

+ If buying a tree ahead of 
time, be sure to store it in the 
shade until it’s time to put it up. 

¢ When choosing a tree, gen- 
tly tug at the needles to make 
sure they don’t come off easily. 

* If there is an unseasonably 
warm spell while the trees are 
displayed in the sales area, be 
sure the trees have been gener- 
ously watered to prevent over- 
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drying and loss of needles. 

* Have the tree professionally 
shaken. This will loosen and 
drop any dead needles outside 
rather than at home. (Some 
retailers own power shakers for 
this purpose.) 


* Make a fresh cut at least 1 | 


inch off the base of the tree to 
remove the sap plug. Within 24 
hours of the cut, place the tree in 
a stand that holds at least one 
gallon of water. Never allow the 
water level to drop below the 
trunk bottom, or a new sap pug 
will form. 

¢ Keep the displayed tree 
away from all sources of heat. 
This will dry it out quicker. 

Add a tree preservative to 
the water to help keep the nee- 
dles fresher longer.

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Technology can help people be 
with family over the holidays

Real-time exchange 

While Web sites, e-mail and 
other holiday communications 
help foster long-distance rela- 
tionships, many people are also 
looking for methods of live 
communication.

Getting started

Compatible flash memory 
cards — For the digital camera 
or camcorder A small “disk” 
used to store data such as text, 
pictures, audio, and video, for 
use on small, portable or remote 
computing devices.

Brush a 9-inch fluted tart pan 
with removable base with melt- 
ed butter.

Rub the cubes of cold butter into 
the flour with a fast flicking 
action of the thumbs across the 
fingertips until the mixture 
resembles fine bread crumbs 

Make a well in the center and 
pour in the beaten egg, a tea- 
spoon of water and a drop of 
vanilla.

liner comes up the sides. 

Fill the pan to the rim with rice 
or pie weights, then press gently 
so they rest against the sides of 
the pan. Bake for 12 to 15 min- 
utes. Remove ice or pieweights 
and toss the liner. If the pastry 
base looks wet, bake for three to 
four minutes. When cooked, 
remove from the oven and cool in 
the pan. Reduce the oven temper- 


ature to 350 degrees F. 

To make the filling, combine 
all the filling ingredients expect 
the sliced almonds in a large 
bowl. Stir briskly until smooth 
Spread into the pastry shell and 
sprinkle with the sliced 
almonds. Bake for 15 minutes, 
or until the mixture feels light to 
the touch. Remove from oven, 
leave in the tart pan and cool 
before serving.

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Traditional Hanukkah games 


(WMS) — Hanukkah is one of 
the most festive holidays in Jew- 
ish culture. During this eight day 
period, people of the Jewish 
faith celebrate the victory of 
Jewish religious and political 
freedom over the Syrians. 

In 165 B.C.E., the lamp in 
the ancient Hebrew Temple, 
which burned pure olive oil con- 
tinuously, was recaptured after 
being taken over by the Syrian- 
Greek army, but there only was 
enough oil to burn for one day. 
However, a miracle occurred — 
the oil lasted for eight days, 
which was enough time for the 
priests to bless fresh oil. 

Although Hanukkah is a hol- 
iday that is associated with few 
religious rituals other than light- 
ing a menorah (oil-burning 
lamp) for eight consecutive 
days, there is no reason not to 


celebrate this happy time. Young 
children usually receive one 
small gift for each night of the 
holiday. People also honor this 
time by entertaining family and 
friends, eating traditional foods 
that have been deep-fried in oil, 
and playing games. One of the 
most popular games to play is 
dreidel. 

The dreidel is the traditional 
game for Hanukkah. A dreidel is 
similar to a top, and has four 
sides, each with a different 
Hebrew letter marked on it. The 
letter determines if a player wins 
or loses. 

To play, each player receives 
about 10 pieces - they can be 
coins, small candies, raisins or 
buttons. The player then puts 
one piece in the pot and takes a 
turn spinning the dreidel. If the 
dreidel shows the letter “nun” 


the player wins nothing; for 
“gimel” the player wins the 
entire pot; for “he” the player 
wins half; and for “shin” the 
player adds two of his or her 
pieces to the pot. Together, the 
letters on the side of the dreidel 
stand for the words which mean, 
“A great miracle happened 
here.”
